Berlin Siege 
Lifts; Ebert 


BERLIN, March 21.—[{By the Asso- 


President Ebert; which left Berlin a 
week ago when Dr. Wolfzahz 
and his reactionary troops entered the 
city, is again in power in the capital. 

President Ebert and the members of 
his ministry reached here at 11 o'clock 
this morning from Stuttgart. and soon 
afterward the order for a state of in- 
tensified siege was withdrawn. 

Meanwhile, the signs and sytnbols of 
the Kapp dictatorship, the wire en- 
tanglements and the barficades. were 
being removed. Pubifc services have 
in a measure been reéstablished, and it 
is hoped Berlin soon will’ resume its 
normal activities, though it will baa 
long time before the damage wrought, 
tnaterial and moral, will be repaired.

urday night. 

Up to Wednesday there was strike 
agitation in Leipzic against the Kapp 
régime, then anarchy and soviet con- 
trol until the government treops 
shelled the Volkshaus and labor head- 
quarters l'riday afternoon, the Amer- 
ieans say. 

There were 2,000 persons in the 
building, who were shot down as they 
made their exit. The shélls finally set 
fire to the building, killing hundreds 
of other persons.

DECLARE PEACE. 
No further experimentation with treaty ratifica- 
tion shoul be allowed to defer the declaration of 
a status of p@ace. The president and his follow- 
ers in the senate have defeated the treaty in the 
only form in which it could be accepted, and the 
‘delay at arriving at this lame conclusion has been 
costly enough. More delay would simply give time 
for more party tactics and personal politics. Amer- 
ica should have peace at once. _ 

To this end Senator Knox has brought up for 
consideration his joint resolution, which has two 
objects in view. The first is the declaration of 
peace with the central powers with the preserva- 
tion of those intérests and rights which would 
accrue to us throug’ the signing of the peaée 
terms. This is necessary to protect us from legal 
consequences arising out of action taken under war 
conditions and to restore the legal status of peace 
between us and the central powers. The urgent 
need for this needs no discussion. England, France, 
and Italy are all engaged in restoring relations 
vrofitable to them under peace conditions or creat- 
ing new ones, and the United States should no 
‘onger rest under the disadvantage from which 
(hey are free.

Senator Knox’s resolution re- : 
aifirms an act approved August, 1916, declaring the 

policy of the United States in respect of the ad- 

justment of international disputes by mediation or 

arbitration and affthorizing the president to invite 

the governments of the world to a conference for 

she establishment of an international court of arbi- 

tration and the adoption of a plan for the decrease 

and limitation of armaments. 

Whether this pro} may not properly be 
broadened so as to provide for a revision of the 
treaty of Versailles may well be considered by the 
congress. The deplorable consequences of the Paris 
conference are by this time apparent. The need 
for a revision has come to be pretty widely con- 
ceded, except, perhaps, at Paris. A new conference, 
we may hope, would meet in a different atmosphere 
and should not be dominated either by Mr. Wilson’s 
exaggerated ego, by the exigent necessities of Mr. 
Lioyd George's campaign tactics, or by M. Clemen- 
ceau’s destructive imperialism. We do not say a. 
new c®nference would usher in the millennium. Its 
task would be seriously complicated by the acts 
done and the expectations aroused by the Paris 
conference. But an attempt at revision is essen- 
tial, it seems to us, to the salvation of Europe, 
whose civilization is worse threatened at this mo- 
ment than ever it was by Prussian militarism. 

A new conference, desperate as its difficulties 


would be, is required by still more desperatescon- 


ditions, and it is not unreasonable to hope that it 
might substantially mitigate the comcaged hideous 
situation in Europe. 

This would depend, we think, largely upon the 
character of the American representatives at the 
conference. If, in spite of Mr. Wilson, we can 
manage to send men who have knowledge of Euro- 
pean history and some grasp of the complicated 
problems‘in economics, politics, race, and religion 
which must be solved in a European adjustment, 
and if these men know how to use the immense 
power of the United States to back rational terms, 
we have reason to hope that a durable peace can 
be evolved, and, more\than that, some practical 
machinery for the future adjustment of interna- 
tional differences may be devised. 

The hour is very dark, but it may precede a day 
of better things. 


AS TO LIBERTY BONDS. 

Seeretar¥ Houston hails from a region which, if 
our recollection is correct, did not sprain itself in 
investing in Liberty bonds. Hence, perhaps, his 
unwillingness vigorously to tackle the difficult and 
unpleasant problem of Liberty bonds 10 per cent be- 
low par. | 

Much that he asserts concerning our national 
extravagance and its effect upon the market in 
these bonds is true. Nevertheless, we remain con- 
vineed that an energetic attempt should be made 
on sound lines to correct a situation ‘essentially 
unjust to many small holders of these bonds and 
essentially discreditable to the national honor. We 
believe ways may be found, if there is a will to 
find them, to ameliorate existing conditions in some 
substantial measure. Congress and the govern- 
ment, should earnestly try and not merely ask the 
vondholders to let things take their natural course. 
This may be easy for Secretary Houston. It is not 
easy for the men who at the government's urgency 
subseribed “ till it hurt.”

They wouldn't 
be paying exorbitant fees to the bond sharks 
if it weren’t so. The public kncws it. Hundreds 
of decent citizens wouldn’t be victims of recurrent 
robberies and murders at the hands of free on bail 
criminals if it weren't so... 
When a fugitive from justice—like “Sonny” 
Dunn—announces that he proposes to give himself 
up as soon as he can arrange for bai] he isn’t 
looking for sound security. Sound security, capa- 
ble of being actually confiscated to the state, isn't 
being offered these days. That fugitive is trying 
to raise the huge fee which the bond shark must 
have in hand before he signs the worthiess bond. 
One asks: Why all this farce? Why not open 
the jail doors? It is because the forms of the 
law must be observed; and while observing it the 
crooks, the bondsmen, and the marketable poli- 
ticians turn it to Organization advantage.
